The DX Century Club, commonly known as DXCC, has been the premier award for 
HF operators and requires written confirmation of working at least 100 countries as 
per the official DXCC listings. 


A special DXCC 2000 Millennium Award is available and to qualify you must work 
100 or more current DXCC entities during this calendar year. Any combination of 
bands or modes is allowed. QSL cards are not required. Applicants must certify to the 
authenticity of log extracts submitted. The DXCC 2000 Millennium Award period 
began 0000 UTC on January 1, 2000 and continues through 2359 UTC on December 
31, 2000.
